Export Trade Control 

New Delhi, the 11th January 1955 

Subject. —Export of cane jaggery/cane jaggery powder (our). 

No. l-ETC (P.N.)/55. —The Government of India have decided to release the 
following quotas for export outside India of cane jaggery/cane Jaggery powder 
tgur) originating from the following states: — 

Andhra ... 5,000 tons. 

Madras .. 5,000 „ 

Northern India States,. 20,000 „

2. Exports will be regulated through established shippers, who exported cane 
Jaggery/cane Jaggery powder during any of the four financial years 1949-50, 
1950-61, 1951-52 and 1952-53. 

3. Eligible shippers should establish with the port authorities at Madras, 
Bombay and Calcutta their best year’s exports through the ports falling within 
the jurisdiction of the authorities to whom applications are made. Applications 
for enlistment should be accompanied by a statement of past exports with the 
usual documentary evidence such as, shipping bills, bills of lading and export 
invoices. 

Applications should reach the port officers concerned on or before the 31st 
January, 1955. Applications received after the prescribed last date will be 
rejected. 

4. Shippers from ports within the Jurisdiction of the Deputy Chief Controller 
of Exports, Madras will be given quotas against the allocation for States of Andhra 
and Madras and shippers from ports within the jurisdiction of Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Exports, Calcutta and Bombay will be given quotas against the alloca¬ 
tion for the Northern Indian States. 

5. Pending establishment of figures of total basic exports by established ship¬ 
pers, quota-slips will be issued to established shippers within the jurisdiction of 
the Deputy Chief Controller of Exports, Madras for 20 per cent, of the best basic 
year’s exports claimed and proved by the applicants, subject to a minimum of 
1 ton to each shipper. 
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6. Quota slips will also be issued to established shippers within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of Joint Chief Controller of Exports, Calcutta and Bombay for 40 per cent, of 
the best basic year's exports claimed and proved by the applicants. 

7. Exports will be licensed on shipping bills against quota slips issued by the 
export trade control authorities. Exporters will be required at the time of 
endorsement on shipping bills to tender evidence of origin of the jaggery sought 
to be exported, such as, railway receipts and purchase vouchers. Quota slips 
issued by the export trade control authorities at Bombay and Calcutta will be 
valid for export of gur originating from the Northern Indian States. As regards 
the quota slips issued by the Deputy Chief Controller of Exports, Madras, half 
of the quantity mentioned therein will be valid for export of gur of Andhra origin 
and the other half for the export of gur of the Madras origin, 

0. Supplementary quota slips, if any, will be issued after the total of the 
exports established by the established shippers have been ascertained.
